Championship,  but  in  a  hard  played  game  against  Littleton  we  lost  56-54. 

Beverly  Parker,  Betsy  Lundy,  Donna  Osmond,  Ursula  Riley,  Linda  Benson,  Linda 
Wheelock  and  Pat  Palmer  played  on  the  girls  basketball  team,  winning  two  games. 

After  our  undefeated  season  in  football,  the  Seniors  put  on  the  Football  Dance.  We 
decorated  the  gym  in  orange  and  black  and  danced  to  the  music  of  Terry  McDonald. 

During  the  dance  Dick  Brewer  and  Joe  Devine  presented  the  coaches  with  their 
gifts  from  the  team.  The  dance  broke  up  about  10:30  because  one  of  our  beloved  Seniors 
had  a  big  party. 

About  the  middle  of  the  year  when  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution 
asked  us  to  select  a  worthy  recipient  of  their  good  citizenship  award,  we  chose  Betsy 
Lundy. 

We  chose  Brooke  Gregory  for  the  Good  Citizenship  Award. 

Donald  Houghton  won  second  prize  in  the  American  Legion  Oratorical  Contest. 

Brooke  Gregory  was  our  choice  for  Good  Government  Day  Representative  from 
Wayland  High  School. 

A  rifle  team  was  started  in  our  Senior  year  lead  by  Mr.  Randlett.  Leonard  Ruggerio, 
Holly  Greene,  Tommy  Turner  and  Katie  Dix  participated. 

As  further  evidence  of  our  ability  we  presented  the  traditional  senior  play.  The 
play  chosen  was  "Mother  is  a  Freshman,"  a  comedy.

Its  a  cold,  raw  autumn  afternoon  with  the  withered  leaves  of  fall  gently 
blowing  about  in  the  brisk  breeze.  Nearing  the  top  of  the  crest,  we  may 
now  look  out  and  see  the  weather-beaten  stone  markers  spreading  out  in  their 
disorderly  fashion.  We  have  come  to  this  barren  knoll  to  pay  our  due  respects 
to  those  great  men  and  women  who  have  shaped  our  nation  and  made  it 
what  it  is  today. 

1  As  we  traverse  the  meandering  pathways  about  the  stones,  we  note  the 
time-scarred  inscriptions,  in  search  of  a  familiar  name.  Ah!  There's  one.  If  you 
look  carefully,  you  will  see  the  name  of  Al  Zagoren  chiseled  in  the  marble. 
Remembering  back,  you  might  recall  Alan  as  having  been  the  advertising 
director  for  the  Gillette  Corporation  who  later  made  his  fame  and  fortune 
in  the  revival  of  that  famous  movie,  A  Horn  Blows  at  Midnight.  Looking  even 
more  closely,  you  can  see  the  inscription  beneath  his  name: 

'To  shave  or  not  to  shave,  that  is  the  question, 

Whether  tis  nobler  of  the  face  to  suffer 

The  stings  and  scraps  of  sharpened  blade. 

Or  to  take  a  stand  against  this  social  degrade.' 
Nearby,  we  find  another  monument  in  memory  of  that  great  horsewoman 
of  New  York  and   Kentucky,  Pat  Palmer.   Pat  is  best  remembered  for  her 
immortal:  "A  horse!  A  Horse!  My  kingdom  for  a  horse;"  which  you  see  in- 
scribed there  beneath  her  name. 

Not  far  from  this  monument  we  find  a  plaque  commemorating  the  work  of 
Rickie  Charlebois  in  his  efforts  as  president  of  the  United  Theatre  Ushers  of 
America  movement.  Also  cited,  is  Tom  Turner  for  his  work  in  movie  theatre 
management. 

This  brings  us  to  a  small  but  mysterious  bronze  tablet  inscribed  with  but 
a  single  word:  "Braganti!"  The  history  of  this  monument  is  however,  unknown. 

In  the  adjoining  row  of  stones,  we  come  across  the  stone  of  Mike  Shick. 
Thinking  back,  you  may  remember  Mike  for  his  various  efforts  devoted  to 
turning  the  state  of  Texas  into  a  single  giant  pasture  for  the  Watertown  Dairy. 

On  the  right  stands  an  interesting  stone  surrounded  on  either  side  by  Con- 
federate flags  in  memorial  to  none  other  than  Katie  Dix.  Katie  attempted  to 
organize  the  Daughters  of  the  Confederacy  into  action  for  the  advancement  of 
Southern  re-vitalization  of  the  Confederacy.  Leaving  but  a  single  sentence  to 
be  remembered  by,  we  ominously  read  "The  South  will  rise  again." 

We  now  come  to  the  marker  of  Dave  House,  formerly  chief  cartoonist  for  the 
Mathematician's  Monthly.  At  one  time  in  his  career,  Dave  received  the  Dumb- 
E-O  Award  for  excellence  for  his  cartoon  collection  entitled  Mathematicians 
I  Have  Known. 

Over  there  on  the  left  you  will  find  the  stone  of  Holley  Greene.  Holley 
was  the  third  executive  vice  president  of  the  Woolworth  Company  in  charge 
of  expense  account  procedure. 

Moving  along,  we  come  to  the  marker  commemorating  John  Simoni's  all-time 
world  record.  John  drove  a  stock  DKW  at  a  top  speed  of  89.6  miles  per  hour 
for  a  continuous  period  of  five  minutes.  Everyone  present  on  West  Plain  Street 
at  the  time  when  he  accomplished  this  miraculous  feat  agreed  that  it  was  a 
spectacular  accident. 

What  a  curious  memorial:  "Lars  Ohman— gas  jockey  made  good"  the  inscrip- 
tion reads.  But  remembering  back,  who  doesn't  recall  the  Ohman  Standard  of 
Massachusetts  gas  station  chain  which  he  developed. 

A  few  stones  further  down  the  row,  we  come  to  the  memorial  of  Janice 
Davis.  Janice  is  best  remembered  for  her  successful  efforts  in  producing  the 
physical  phenomena  known  as  driving  a  Pontiac  designed  to  go  100  mph  at  a 
speed  of '120  mph.  The  scene  is  recalled  in  the  inscription: 
While  driving  in  my  Pontiac, 
I  pushed  the  accelerator  down  to  the  floor 
The  car  sped  out  in  a  cloud  of  dust 
And  now  that  cloud  will  follow  me  ever  more. 
We  also  find  the  stone  of  Betsy  Lundy  near  this  spot.  Betsy  was  world 
famous  as  the  author  of  The  Greatnen  of  Grammar— Self  Taught  and  also  for 
her  many  achievements  as  Professor  of  English  and  Cross-Country  Skiing  at 
a  small  Vermont  college. 

If  you  look  over  there  behind  the  faded  geraniums  and  dandelions,  you  can 
read  in  the  time-worn  stone  an  inscription: 

There  once  was  a  man  named  Brown 
A  man  of  infamous  world-renowned 
An  admiral  in  the  navy  was  he. 
But  seasick,  he  would  always  be. 


The  monument  featuring  the  crossed  slide  rules  is  in  memory  of  Brooke 
Gregory,  formerly  a  physicist  at  Willys  International.  Aside  from  his  work  as 
a  physicist,  Brooke  is  also  remembered  for  his  other  interest.  To  wit,  his 
epitaph: 

Plink!  Plank!  Plunk!  went  the  strings  of  my  piano 
I  played  both  loud  and  clear  as  all  would  readily  discern 
My  concertos  were  superb;  my  work  you  all  do  know 
But  yet  I  died  an  unremembered  second  Van  Cliburn. 
One  plot  stands  out  as  being  greener  than  those  about  it.  By  reading  the 
marker,  we  note  the  name  of  Harold  Woollard  III  chiseled  in  the  marble. 
Beneath,  we  see  inscribed: 

Green  be  the  turf  above  thee, 
Reminiscent  of  thy  golfing  days! 
But  few  a  challenge  could  they  be, 
Nor  excel  thee  on  the  fairways. 
That  stone  with  the  figure  of  Hercules  lifting  the  world  commemorates  Joe 
Devine  and  Dick  Brewer's  continual  struggle  to  "scoop"  one  another.  They  both 
lie  beneath  still  trying. 

Within  the  shadow  of  the  Hercules  monument,  we  find  a  smaller  monument 
commemorating  Pete  Carpenter's  all  time  depth  record  which  he  made  in  a 
dive  at  Lake  Cochituate  one  winter. 

Nearby  lies  Leonard  Ruggiero  a  former  jet  pilot  and  aviation  designer, 
but  all  is  summed  up  in  his  epitaph: 

He  was  a  good  pilot,  as  pilots  go; 
and  as  pilots  go,  he  went. 
We  cannot  but  think  back  to  that  crude  stone  bearing  the  name  "Bra- 
ganti." What  is  the  history  behind  it?  Could  it  be  that  this  was  the  same 
Braganti  that  once  stated: 

"He  laughs  best  who  laughs  last, 
Some  people  do  vow; 
But  I  am  impatient, 
I  want  to  laugh  now." 
Well,  maybe  it  wasn't  the  same  Braganti. 

Moving  along,  we  cannot  overlook  the  simple  memorial  to  "the  second 
Ethel  Barrymore,"  none  other  than  Ann  Marie  Casella.  Ann  Marie  is  par- 
ticularly noted  for  her  stirring  Shakespearean  performances. 

Nearby  are  the  stones  of  Alice  Romikitis  and  Miriam  Vlass.  Both  became 
world-renowned  upon  the  publication  of  their  combined  adventures  of  their 
travels.  Their  book,  as  we  all  know,  was  titled:  Around  the  World  on  a  Leaky 
Raft.  You  might  also  make  out  the  inscription: 
They  traveled  to  the  South  Sea  Isles: 
Together  they  traversed  the  many  miles 
And  when  their  tour  was  through,  and  they  were  dead. 
Their  only  legacy,  was  a  single  shrunken  head. 
Not  far  away,  we  find  a  memorial  erected  to  celebrate  the  missionary 
work  carried  out  by  Clayton  Boyd  and  Allen  Tallmon  throughout  the  world. 

We  also  find  the  monument  of  Carolyn  Rydberg,  formerly  a  model  for 
the  Vander  Clute  Cosmetic  Corporation,  which  is  co-managed  by  the  able 
hands  of  Carlene  Vander  Clute  and  Bonnie  Persson. 

Moving  along,  we  come  to  the  stone  of  Beverly  Parker  who  had  pursued 
a  career  as  a  U.S.  History  instructor  at  W.H.S.  Nearby,  we  also  find  the 
stone  of  Bill  Hayward.  Wonder  if  they  are  still  arguing? 

That  monument  with  the  crossed  megaphones  belongs  to  Evelyn  Archer. 
Evelyn  made  her  fame  and  fortune  as  a  cheerleader  instructor  and  from  the 
royalties  she  received  on  the  cheers  which  she  wrote. 

Thinking  back,  we  still  cannot  forget  that  "Braganti."  Maybe  he  became 
a  bank  president,  a  philosopher,  or  even  President.  Who  knows?  We  sigh 
and  move  along. 

The  sun  is  slowly  sinking  below  the  horizon.  The  last  few  rays  of  sunlight 
slowly  fade  away.  A  single  unmarked  grave  remains.  The  pungent  aroma 
of  decaying  geranium  blossoms  reaches  our  nostrils  as  we  ttoop  to  read  the 
inscription: 

I  never  could  make  poetry. 

As  you  can  plainly  see. 

But  if  your  epitaph  be  craving, 

I'll  be  glad  to  do  the  engraving. 
Turning,  we  pass  slowly  homeward.
